The longer anyone works, the more goods and services he 
can enjoy. The same is true for the American people as a 
whole. We have available for consumption as a nation (dll', 
w hat we can producá1 as a nation. 
He emphasizes the point that “regardle s oi the progress 
of technology, automation, and other scientific advances, it 
will always be true that the more hours or days we work, in 
the aggregate, the more wo w ill have. Thin cannot be (‘hang­ 
ed by legislation, government edict, collective bargaining. 
ot any other arbitrary method.”

ALCOHOL INVOLVED IN OVER 200 
LABOR DAT TRAFFIC 1 \ T \ I ITIIiS 


Over 200 people died in traffic accidents involving alco­ 
hol during the 78-hour Labor Day weekend. The estimate 
is based on National Safety Council figures. 
The Council had predicted that 120 people would lose 
their lives in traffic accidents over the holiday period. The 
actual total of 426 fatalities underscored the Council’s abil­ 
ity to predict in advance what will happen on the nation’s 
highways. 
The nationally recognized safety group can even tabulate 
probable causes of accidents. For instance, before the 1957 
Labor Day weekend began the Council knew that about one- 
half of the highway 
fatalities would involve a drinking 
driver. 
According to the 1957 edition of "Accident Pacts,” a Coun­ 
cil publication, "a drinking driver was involved in about 30 
per cent of all fatal accidents in 1956. 
But special studies conducted by the Council and reported 
in the same publication place the holiday accident rate in­ 
volving drinking drivers much higher. For instance, 55 per 
per cent of the 1955 Christmas f a t a l i t i e s were traced to 
drinking drivers. 
In 1956 the National Safety Council made a special study 
ol Labor Day traffic fatalities. The results showed that IS 
per cent of the fatal accidents involved drinking driver*. 
Authorities in more and more areas are taking steps to 
Control and apprehend drinking drivers. 


The National Safety Council's Committee on Testa tor 
Intoxication has reported that last year all 18 states used 
some form of test to determine the degree of intoxication 
in suspected drinking drivers. Only 27 states now have chem­ 
ical test laws as such, but enforcement officers in all states 
are now using some chemical testing. 
Another good sign for the lutuie: In 10.>7. 26 state law­ 
making bodies considered proposed chemical test laws to 
either amend present statutes or initiate chemical testing 
procedures. Public concern over drinking driving and meth­ 
ods of controlling it continues to grow. 


Now that your children arc back in school, catch your 
breath . . rest up and relax.

Turn an eagle eye first on 
your stock of supplies and equipment with the following 
questions in mind. 
Do you have enough of the right kind of supplies to ease 
your job in caring for a sick child or adult ? Will they help 
make the sick person more comfortable, more likely to stay 
put in bed. and therefore, perhaps, less likely to develop 
complications? Will they answer the important requirements 
of safety, cleanliness, and handiness? Does your equipment 
include all of the extras needed during times of illness? 
Since sickness in the family affects every aspect of li\ 
ing, we suggest that you check every1 storage area ot youi 
home now to ease yourself and your tamily thiough a sick- 
in-bed session, with the fewest household problems possi­ 
ble. For example, take your kitchen. Can you feed your pa­ 
tient the right foods from the first day on? \o u ll want a 
week-to-ten day supply of canned goods and dried foods, 
soups and bouillons, desserts and cereals, truits and juices, 
frozen foods, canned or dry milk. With these, y ou 11 be able 
to give the rest of the family healthful but quick and simple 
meals, too. 
Your kitchen should contain inner practical items tor 
times of illness. Lots of paper bags for waste containers for 
the sickroom. Trays or a wheeled table to save steps, steps, 
steps— and backs, arms, legs and you, too! Juice pitchers 
for bedside use. Lots and lots of soaps or detergents. 
Check your linen closet, bureaus and dressers, medicine 
cabinets. Enough extra sheets? Any fitted ones, for more 
wrinkle-free comfort for the sick person and less bed-making 
work for you? How about mattress protectors, blankets, 
towels, wash cloths? Bedspreads, too, get used up quickly 
during illness. Think over other sick-time needs: paper tis­ 
sues? enough thermometers? rubbing alcohol? a bell or two? 
a good (and a safe) vaporizer? pajamas, plenty? ketp-busy- 
and-quiet-in-bed books, toys, and games? 
Along with extra supplies, you may need extra services. 
You would be wise to write down in advance the names of 
several reliable outside services for home pick-up and de­ 
livery of laundry, dairy products and milk, prepared meals, 
newspapers, drugs and cleaning— and if possible, groceries 
and other household needs. 
And now that you’ve prepared-your Lome, you can go 
back and relax with the asr-ufance that you ve .,cayied -your-, 
self and your family extra work, trouble and fatigué ¡n case 
someone does get sick! Nice to feel prepared, isn’t it?

Shorter W ork Week Poses Serious Problems— News of a 
possible shorter work week in the years ahead has stimulat­ 
ed widespread interest in the trend of hours of work. 
in recent years, factory workers generally have operated 
on a 40-ht>ur basis, which is four or five hours a \\<*ek less 
than the average in the Twenties. This has been made pos­ 
sible chiefly by huge capital investments in industrial ma­ 
chinery and equipment— over 110 billions of dollars in the 
past oecade— with resulting greater output per man-hour 
o, work. People can produce more goods in fewer hours. 
W hat about future trends in hours of work? A leading in 
dustrialist answers it this way: “ Any individual has at all 
times a choice between more abundance and more leisure. 
The longer anyone works, the more goods and services he 
can enjoy. The same is true for the American people as a 
whole. We have available for consumption as a nation only 
what we can produce as a nation." 
He emphasizes the point that ‘‘regardless of the progress 
of technology, automation, and other scientific advances, it 
will always he true that the more hours or days we work, in 
the aggregate, the more we will have. This cannot he chang­ 
ed by legislation, government edict, collective bargaining.

ALCOHOL I W O I A ED IN ON EH 200 
LABOR D U TR MT1G I ATM H IE S 


Over 200 people died in traffic accidents involving alco­ 
hol during the 78-hour Labor Day weekend. The estimate 
is based on National Safetv Gouneil figures. 
'the Council had predicted that 
120 people would lose 
their lives in traffic accidents over the holiday period. The 
actual total of 420 fatalities underscored the Gouncil's abil­ 
ity to predict in advance what will happen on the nation's 
highways. 
The nationally recognized safety group can even tabulate 
probable causes of accidents. For instance, before tin* 1067 
l a b o r Day weekend began the Council knew that about one- 
half of the highway fatalities would involve a drinking 
driver. 
According to the 1057 edition of “ Accident Facts,” a Coun­ 
cil publication, “a drinking driver was involved in about 30 
per cent of all fatal accidents in 10511.” 
Hut special studies conducted by the Council and reported 
in the same publication place the holiday accident rate in­ 
volving drinking drivers much higher. For instance, 55 per 
per cent of the 1955 Christmas fatalities were traced to 
drinking drivers. 
In 1056 the National Safety Council made a special study 
of Labor Day traffic fatalities. The results showed that IS 
per cent of the fatal accidents involved drinking drivers. 
Authorities in more and more areas are taking steps to 
control and apprehend drinking drivers. 


The National Safety Council's Committee on Tests for 
intoxication has reported that last year all 18 states used 
some form of test to determine the degree of intoxication 
in suspected drinking drivers. Only 27 states now have chem­ 
ical tost laws as such, but enforcement officers in all states 
are now using some chemical testing. 
Another good sign for the future: In 19.>7, 2b state law­ 
making bodies considered proposed chemical test laws to 
either amend present statutes or initiate chemical testing 
procedures. Public concern over drinking driving and meth­ 
ods of controlling it continues to grow.

Since sickness in the family affects every aspect of In 
ing, we suggest that you check every storage area ot your 
home now to ease yourself and your lamily through a sick* 
in-bed session, with the fewest household problems possi­ 
ble. For example, take your kitchen. Can you teed your pa­ 
tient the right foods from the first day on? 6 on 11 want a 
week-to-ten day supply of canned goods and dried foods, 
soups and bouillons, desserts and cereals, truits and juices, 
frozen foods, canned or dry milk. With these, you 11 be able 
to give the rest of the family healthful but quick and simple 
meals, too.

An exam ple is provided by two 
new low protein diets which have 
been given m uch publicity. One is 
of corn oil. evaporated milk and 
dextrose 
The other employs re g ­ 
ular foods, but in foods chosen con. 
tain little protein.

Two physicians “a n d ’ the m edi­ 
cal A ssociations council*,on foods 
an$ nutritions have now w arned 
against 
the 
indiscrininate use of 
these diets. T heir statem en ts ap- 
pear in a recent issue of the AM A 
Journal. One sta tem en t questions 
both the safety and effectiveness 
of the diets. The other two 
urge 
that people use them only un d er 
strict medical 
wpervision 
A note 
of discouragem ent enters too—oven 
patients on whom the original diets 
were tested successfully regained 
weight when they quit the diets.

Shorter Work Week Poses Serious Problems— News of a 
possible shorter work week in the years ahead ha* stim ulat­ 
ed widespread interest in the trend of hours of work. 
in recent years, factory workers generally have operated 
on a 40-hour basis, which is four or five hours a week less! 
than the average in the Twenties. This has been made pos-

chinery and equipment—over ITO billions of dollars in the 
past decide— with resulting greater output per man-hour 
<»t work. People can produce more goods in fewer hours. 
What about future trends in hours of work? A leading in­ 
dustrialist answers it this way: “Any individual has at all 
tim es a choice between more abundance and more leisure. 
The longer anyone works, the more goods and services he 
can enjoy. The same is true for the American people as a 
whole. We have available for consumption as a nation only 
what we can produce as a nation.” 
He emphasizes the point that “regardless of the progress 
of technology, automation, and other scientific advances, ii 
will always be true that the more hours or days we work, in 
the aggr«gatc, the more we will have. This cannot be chang­ 
ed by legislation, government edict, collective bargaining, 
or any other arbitrary method.”

ALCOHOL INVOLVED IN OVER 200 
LABOR DAY TRAFFIC FATALITIES 


Over 200 people died iii traffic accidents involving alco­ 
hol during the 78-hour Labor Day weekend. The estimate 
is based on National Safety Council figures. 
The Council had predicted that 420 people would lime 
their lives in traffic accidents over the holiday period. The 
actual total of 420 fatalities underscored the Council's abil­ 
ity to predict in advance what will happen on the nation's 
highways. 
# 
The nationally recognized safety group can even tabulate 
probable causes of accidents. For instance, be fore the 1057 
Labor Day weekend began the Council knew that about one- 
half of the highway fatalities would involve a drinking 
driver. 
According to the 1057 edition of ‘ Accident Facts,” a Coun­ 
cil publication, “a drinking driver was involved in about 30 
per cent of all fatal accidents in 1050.” 
But special studies conducted by the Council ami reported 
in the same publication place the holiday accident rate in­ 
volving drinking drivers much higher. For instance, 55 per 
per cent of the 1055 Christmas fatalities were traced to 
drinking drivers. 
In 1056 the National Safety Council made a special study 
of Labor Day traffic fatalities. The re-mlts showed that 18 
per cent of the fatal accidents in yoked drinking rim ers. 
Authorities in more and more areas are taking steps to 
control and apprehend drinking drivers. 


The National Safety Council’s Committee on Tests for 
Intoxication has reported that last year ail 48 states used 
some form of test to determine the degree of intoxication 
in suspected drinking drivers. Only 27 states now* have chem­ 
ical test laws as such, but enforcement officers in all states 
are now using some chemical testing. 
Another good sign for the future: In 11157. *b state law­ 
making bodies considered proposed chemical test laws to 
either amend present statutes or initiate chemical testing 
procedures. Public concern over drinking driving and meth­ 
ods of controlling it continues to grow'.

Turn an eagle eye first on 
your stock of supplies and equipment with the following 
questions in mind. 
Do you have enough of tho right kind of supplies to ease 
your job in caring for a sick child or adult? W ill they help 
make the sick person more comfortable, more likely to stay 
put in bed, and therefore, perhaps, less likely to develop 
complications? Will they answer the important requirements 
of safety, cleanliness, arui handiness? Doe* your equipment 
include all of the extras needed during times of illness? 
Since sickness in the family affects every aspect of liv­ 
ing, we suggest that you check every storage area oi your 
home now to ease yourself and your family through a sick- 
in-bed session, with the fewest household problems possi- 
ble. For example, take your kitchen. Can you teed your pa­ 
tient the right foods from the first day on? 5 on ll want a 
week-to-ten day supply of canned goods and dried foods, 
soups and bouillons, desserts and cereals, fruits and juices, 
frozen foods, canned or dry milk. With these, you ll be able 
to give the rest of the familv healthful but quick ami simple 
meals, too. 
Your kitchen should contam oilier practical items tor 
tim es of illness. Lots of paper bags for waste containers for 
the sickroom. Trays or a wheeled table to save steps, steps. 
steps— and backs, arms, legs and you, too? Juice pitchers 
for bedside use.

Check your linen closet, bureaus and dressers, medicine 
cabinets.

Reducing diets seem 
to 
have 
reached the dimension of a craze in 
this country A word of'w arning Is 
in order, Elemental wisdom 
de­ 
mands that no one should undertake 
a diet -especially those of an ex­ 
perimental and strenuous kind— 
without first obtaining competent 
medical advice, 
An example is provided by two 
new low protein diets which have 
been given much publicity. One is 
of corn oil. evaporated milk and 
dextrose Tile other employs reg­ 
ular foods, but in foods chosen con- 
tain little protein. 
Two physici^p^ and ’ the medi­ 
cal Association s council* on foods 
anc! nutritions have now* warned 
against the indiscrininate use of 
these diets. Their statem ents ap­ 
pear in a recent issue of the AMA 
Journal. One statem ent questions 
both the safety and effectiveness 
of the diets, The other two 
urge 
that poop!** use them only under 
strict, medical supervision,, A note 
of discouragement enters too—even 
patients on whom the original diets 
were tested successfully regained 
weight when they quit the diets. 
It is also pointd out that some 
people wrongly blame protein for

of course—” he continued, speak­ 
ing in excellent 
English.

"We have reason to believe that 
Israel wants to enlarge her bor­ 
ders,” the king observed, “that 
she feels she cannot live without

it at ail times. Unfortunately, the 
m ilitary drain is more than our 
economy can stand.” 
Lonely Prisoner 
I had learned from others that 
the king, in private, is more rea­ 
sonable toward Israel than most 
Arab leaders, but cannot afford 
to say so, either politically or for 
his own safety. He can’t forget 
that his grandfather 
was killed 
for wanting to make peace with 
Israel. So I so u n d s him out on 
Harry Trum an’* plan to resettle 
the refugees by a big irrigation 
development plan for 
the 
Near 
East, which might bring peace 
between 
Israel 
and 
the 
Arab 
state*. Either I did not explain 
the idea clearly, or the king want­ 
ed hi avoid part of the question 
• 'We had great hopes from the 
Erie Johnston plan for getting ir­ 
rigation water from the Jordan 
River, but that failed of agree­ 
ment in the end,” he said. “Our 
development of minerals in the 
Dead Sea has been held up be­ 
cause of the uncertainty of our 
boundaries, but we hope to go 
ahead there w on.'’ 
The king talked at length about 
tile mineral resources and other 
capabilities of his country. 18- 
spite his youth and many years 
abroad, he talked like a man who 
knew his country well. But he was 
never specific about the burning 
question which troubles the Near 
East: How can the Arabs make 
peace with Israel? 
“ What precautions are you tak­ 
ing for your life when you travel 
abroad?” I asked, remembering 
how King Alexander of Yugoslavia 
was killed in Marseilles and how 
Trotsky was murdered by Stal­ 
in's henchmen in Mexico. 
“ Excellent,” replied the k i n g 
who has had more attem pts on 
his life in hi* 23 years than any 
other monarch in 50. 
As I went out the door and 
saw six motorcycle police with 
two heavily anilid jeeps waiting 
to escort him to lunch, I realized 
the .truth of what he said. But I 
also realized that the young k.ng 
is a very lonely prisoner.

demand that every Teamster local 
get the right to vote on its home- 
grounds on whether it wants to 
leave the AFL-CIO or not. 
If Hoffa objects to this, he’ll be 
marked as a tyrant. If he agrees, 
the vote among Uie locals will run 
heavy against him. Then the op­ 
position locals — big chunks of 
them in New York, Chicago, Cin­ 
cinnati and points west, will ask 
George 
Meany to issue special 
charter* to them in the AFL-CIO. 
These are called federal local char 
tars. 
Then these federal locals will 
get together in a nation-wide coun­ 
cil.

Others sharing sim ilar views con­ 
tend that there has been too much 
inclination to meet rising building 
costs simply by giving the buyer a 
longer pay -off period, with the effe 
ect of making monthly payments 
as low or even lower than they wo­ 
uld have been. 
These critics argue that builders 
should find ways to pa.e their costs 
to hold prices down, that mortage 
maturities should be shorter, tha 
borrowers should pay moie interest 
so that lenders will have more in­ 
centive to save. 
Thc-e same critics further con­ 
tend that new ways to save should 
be developed, that the government 
should cut income taxes signific­ 


a n tly so there would be more mon-

reversed. 
Home builders, o' course, would 
not argue against tax cuts.
